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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 
The information disclosure statement filed 01/30/2004 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non-patent 
literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. No copies of reference WO03/057049 or 
WO03/065906 are present in the application. Also, reference US 5167399 was not consider 
since the listed inventor is not the same one sighted (appear to be a typo in the number). 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The co-pending 
application sighted at the beginning of the specification has no application number. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§U2 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 4 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for preserving the short rotators and the posterior capsule in 
combination with and invasive procedure (i.e. incision, capsulotomy, etc.), does not reasonably 
provide enablement for means or step for preserving the short rotators and the posterior capsule. 
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The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to preform the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 
A physical examination of the hip, deductive diagnosis of the hip, imaging the hip (e.g. MRI, X- 
ray) or doing absolutely nothing reads on this so call step (i.e. it is not a step since no tangible 
endeavor by man is set forth). 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 4 provides for the use of preserving, but, since the claim does not set forth any 
steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is intending to 
encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps 
delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, without 
setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a process, i.e., 
results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101 .

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4 and 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Greig 
et al (EP 1 149562). Greig et al discloses a tissue preserving surgical procedure (MIS, Title) for 
the replacement of a hip joint (Title, [0008] up to line 47), including the step of making a 
superior incision (46, an incision "situated above or directed upward" as defined by Stedman's 
medical dictionary) for accessing the hip joint. 

With regard to claim 2, said incision is less than about 8 cm long (3.75-5cm). 

With regard to claim 3, A minimally invasive surgical procedure for the replacement of a 
hip joint, including the step of making a superior capsulotomy ([0008], lines 33-35) for accessing 
the hip joint. 
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With regard to claim 4, A minimally invasive surgical procedure for the replacement of a 



([0008] up to line 47 of the method set forth preserves the rotators and posterior capsule). 

With regard to claim 18, A tissue preserving hip surgical procedure for the replacement 
of a hip joint, including the steps of: preserving the short rotators and posterior capsule, and 
preserving the abductors ([0008] up to line 47 of the method set forth preserves the rotators and 
posterior capsule and abductors).
